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ODELL THROWS 


BOMB AT PLATT 


Governor Says He Won’t Head Ticket if Sheldon Is 
Named for Lieutenant Governore=-Tim 
Woodruff in Open Rebellion. 


Saratoga, N. Y., September 24.—Senator 
Platt, Governor Odell and George R. Shel- 
don were in conference for a period of two 
hours. At 2 o’clock Governor Ode!) left 
the room and announced that Mr. Shel- 
don had withdrawn from the contest. 
At this late hour the indications are that 
Senator Frank W. Higgins, of Cattarau- 
gus, will be the nominee for lieutenant 
governor. The announcement of the with- 
drawal of Mr. Sheldon from the contest 
Was greeted with hearty cheers by a 
crowd of nearly 300 delegates, who had 
waited anxiously for the conclusion of 
the conference between the leaders.

Saratoga, N. Y., September 23.—The dif- 
ficulty in the republican convention over 
the candidacy of George R. Sheldon for 
the lieutenant governorship assumed such 
proportions this afternoon that Governor 
Odell was summoned from Albany for 
consultation. Word comes that he left 
the state capital for this place on a 
Special train at 8:30 o'clock tonight. 

It has developed tnat Governor Odell 
today requested Mr. Sheldon to withdraw 
from the race for the nomination for 
second place on the ticket. The governor 
gave as a reason that he was of the opin- 
lon that Mr. Sheldon’s candidacy would 
jeopardize the success of the whole tick- 
et. The governor added that he nad S8e- 
lected Mr. Sheldon for the place and 
was his close personal friend, but had 
reached the conclusion that it was best 
Mr. Sheldon should retire. Mr. Sheldon 


consulted with Senator Platt, and, gain- j 


ing the senator’s support, informed the 
governor that. he could not comply with 
the request. 

Governor Odell then sent to Senator 
Platt and asked him to use his influence 
to get Mr. Sheldon to retire. Mr. Platt 
announced that he would not make the 
request, and that Mr. Sheldon was in to 


stay. 
Odell’s Ultimatum. 

When the news of the trouble between 
the leaders became public in its entire- 
ty, the previous apgsifttic attitude of the 
rank and file of the delegates to the 
state convention changed to one of the 
liveliest interest. By 6 o'clock in the 
evening Governor Odell was being urged 
by his personal friends to come to Sara- 
toga and settle the controversy, but to 
this request he at first answered that he 
had signified what his wishes in the mat- 
ter were and that the convention could 
work out the Situation itself. His .es- 
teem and regard for Mr. Sheldon was as 
great as ever, but because of certain 
revelations he had become convinced that 
(Mr. Sheldon could not help and would 
only hurt the ticket. 

Governor Odell’s friends then began to 
work actively te get Mr. Sheldon to re- 
tire, and as a result of the agitation 
telegrams began pouring in from all sec- 
tions of the state asking delegates not to 
vote for Sheldon on the gQound of nis bus- 
iness affiliations. 

Governor Odell, in response to a query 
from Lieutenant Governor Woodruff as 
to his attitude on the Sheldon matter, 
sent a telegram saying that he (Governor 
Odell) would not run on the ticket if 
Mr. Sheldon’s name was on it. Governor 
Odell's father and brother then went to 
the telephone and told the governor that 
he must come to Saratoga and straighten 
out tne matter. 

Woodruff Attacks Sheldon. 

In the meantime the Kings county dele- 
gation, headed by, Lieutenant Governor 
Woodruff,, had hints of Governor Odell's 
request and immediately resumed its at- 
tacks o1 Mr. Sheldon. Shortly after the 
adjournment of the convention in the 
afternoon Lieutenant Governor Woodruff 
made this statement: 

“I have no personal animosity against 
Mr. Sheldon. I believe that the objec- 
tions that have been raised to him are 
of the gravest sort and that they jeop- 
ardize ‘the state ticket. I have no per- 
sonal ambition. I am not ‘@1 will not be 
a candidate. I am intérest.d in the suc- 
cess of the state ticket alone, irrespec- 
tive of individuals. I am the unit voter 
for the largest county in the state next 
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LIEUT. GOVERNOR WOODRUFF 


He is causing Platt trouble at 
Saratoga. 
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to New York county. We carried our pri- 
maries and have united the party. I be- 
lieve’ Kings county should have some-’s@y 
in nominating a ticket. We were prom- 
ised this. Mr. Platt broke his word to 
us and named Ir. Sheldon without con- 
sultation. I belHeve he did it for the best 
interests of the party, but ne was mis- 
taken. 1 bow to no man in my allegiance 
io the party and its leaders, but I am 
not going to steni calmly by and see the 
party interests jeopardized. 
candidate, but I belleve there are 
state men who could fill the place accept- 
ably and aid the ticket. I Nave no mo- 
tives other than the success of the party 
to which I belong.” 

Governor Odell arrived here at 9:2n 
O'clock and at once’ began a lengthy 
conference with Senator ‘Platt. 

The convention tcday transacted only 
routine business and adjourned until to- 
morrow. After a lengthy session of the 
committee on resolutions the platfarm 
to be adopted by the convention tomor- 
row was agreed upon. It was the same 
as was given in these dispatches, and 
comes out very strongly for President’ 
Roosevelt and the Cuban policy. 

When shown the statement of Jieu- | 
tenant Governor Woodruff, Senator Platt 
said: 

“Perhaps we can give Mr. Woodruff a 
little lesson in politics as well as in geod 
manners. Why should the leader of any 
one delegation be offended because a 
mah desires to be a candidate? Is Kings 
county to control situations? Mr. She'- 
don is a candidate and is not with- 
drawn at all. Tell Mr. Woodruff that 
for me. 

‘Woodruff could have many things. He 
has had them. He has refused some late- 
lv, and it is ill advised of him to seek 
to make trouble. His concern for the 
party is very touching, but there are 
others of Jarger experience who are equal- 
ly interested and more eapable of judg- 
ing.”’ 


Sheldon Declines To Run. 

Later Mr. Sheldon gave out the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“Hon. Thomas C. Platt—My Dear Sir: 
I became a candidate foz lieutenant gov- 
ernor on the republican state ticket at 
the request of the leaders of the party. 
It was with great reluctance that I con- 
sented to leave my private affairs for 
public office, and fie position which I 
have always cj) joyed as a worker in the 
ranks, but since my candidacy was an- 
nounced here there have been attacks 
made upon my business, which, while 
admitting it to be-honorable, claim that 
it can be misrepresented and an injury 
to the ticket. I entered this canvass un- 
selfishly, in the belief that I might be 
of benefit to a party of which I have 
been always an ardent supporter, and 
to lifelong friends, but I am unwilling 
to remain for an hour in the field if 
there is a doubt anywhere in our own 
household. 

“Thanking you, my @'‘ar sefator, for 
your cordial support and other evidence 
of a friendship of many years, whicn 
I value more than any office, I beg that 
vou will permit me to decline any fur- 
ther consideration of my name before 
this convention. Faithfullv yours.

NEGROES FLEE 
BEFORE MOBS 


Troops Unable to Protect the 
Blacks in Republican 
State of Illinois. 


Springfield, Ills., Septemmber 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Governor Yates was in his office 
at the state house today after spending 
yesterday in Jacksonville. During the 
morning he held a long conference with 
Adjutant General Smith, who has re- 
turned from Eldorado, where he super- 
intended the change of troops at that 
place. 

General Smith reports a serious condi- 
tion of affairs at Eldorado, and it was 
found necessary to detail a larger 
force, the troops now there being un- 
able to suppress nightly attacks upon 
the negroes. He says the outrages have 
extended to the surrounding country and 
Afty-four negro families, some of them 
owning improved farms, have been com- 
pelled to sacrifice their property and 
leave. He reports that no clew has 
been found to the perpetrators of the 
outrages, and that none can be found 
who is willing to talk because of fear 
of violence. 

At the request of the governor, Gen- 
eral Smith has arra@ged to keep the 
Mattoon company of forty men at Eldo- 
rado for the winter. It will be quar- 
tered In a large warehouse, which will 
be fitted up for its comfort.

Harrisburg, Pa., September 23.—Genera! 
Gobin, who is in command of the troops 
in the hard-coal strike region, was order- 
ed by Governor Stone tonight te send the 
First battalion of the One hundred and 
twenty-eighth regiment-to Lebanon to 
assist the sheriff in preserving the peace 
where the iron and steel. workers of the 
American Iron and Steel Manufacturing 
Company havc been on strike for nearly 
five months. The battalion, which has 
been on duty at Shenandoah ever since 
the woons were sent there, reached Le- 
banon shortly before § v’ciock. 

A delegation from I#banon called upon 
the governor. today 7nd requested that 
troops be sent to that city, where rioting 
c_carred last evening ariong the strikers. 
After consultation with Adjutant Gen- 
eral Stewart and Attorney General Elkin, 


the governor ordered General Gobin to 
send the First battalion of the Twelfth 
regiment to the relief of the sheriff. The 
men went on strike May 5. The puddlers 
asked for an advance in wages from $4 
to 4.50 a ton, but the company was will- 
ing to grant only $4.25. This compromise 
was refused by the workers. The strikers 
at that time nunibered about 10 men, 
and 2,000 other employees were affected 
by the .dleness of.the mills. 

A few weeks «eyo the company started 
up several of its rollirg miils with non- 
union men, all wr wbom were negroes 
taken there principaliy trom the south. 
The presence of the colored men greatiy 
excited the strikers, and there has been 
more or less disorder ever since. 

wegroes Are Guaraed. 

Lebanon, Pa., September 23.—This city 
has not yet recovered from the excit- 
ing events of last night at the plant 
ot .the American Iron and Steel Com- 
pany, which was due to the colored iron 
workers from the south taking the 
places of the striking workmen. Special 
and regular officers are guarding the 
Plant ana hunareds of men are about 
ine mis.

Tonight the strikers fired severai vor- 
leys at the works. H. M. M. Richards, 
treasurer of the company, was wounded. 
He was standing in tne puddle mill office, 
when a bullet crashed tnrough a window 
and struek him in the side. President 
Sternbergh and Superintendent Culliney 
were standing with Mr. Richards when 
the latter was shot. Later six men were 
placed under arrest by the troops. This 
nad a salutary effect, and the crowd soon 
dispersed. 

Colonel Clement has established head- 
quarters in the local armory, and, before 
sending his battalion to strike duty, he 
paraded them through the principa 
streets. It was necessary several ti 
to drive beck the crowds with bayonets, 
and Colonel Clement warned the mobs 
that if persuasion would not suffice, force 
would be used to any extent that was 
necessary to preserve order. 

Shortly before the arrival of the troops, 
the rioters were in a frenzy, and that no 
casualties were reported seems remark- 
able. A mob of men took possessio nof a 
corn field south of the works, and sent 
out a shower of lead. 

Rioting in Wyoming Region. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September 23.—If the 
lawless outbreaks in the Wyoming region 
continue, Sheriff Jacobs will undoubtedly 
follow the example of Sheriff Schadt, of 
Lackawanna county, and call upon Gov- 
ernor Stone for troops. Several squads 
cf deputy ‘sheriffs were kept busy today 
suppressing disorders, 

This evening five carpenters employed 
at the Conyngham mine of the Delaware 
and Hudson compeny, while or their 
way home, were held up by a crowd of 
men and boys. The carpenters. discharged 
their revolvers in the air, which brought 
a large tumber of coal and iron police 
to their rescue. The officers fired a vol- 
ley into the air, and the crowd fled. A 
stray bulict trom-one of the dcputies 
guns lodged in the shoulder of a boy who 
was at work in the yard of the Sheldon 
axle works, some cCistance away. A 
denuty named Jcseph Kessler Was arrest- 
ed, charged with the shooting, and was 
cumnmitted to jail for a hearin:. 

At Hughestown, near Pittstown, a 
crowd of men derailed a train carrying 
a number of non-union workmen to a 
washery. The engine and two:cars left 
the track and two men sustained slight 
injuries. A number of coal and iron po- 
lice dispersed the crowd.

Just Prior to Operation, the 
President Addressed the 


People of Indianapolis 


QVATION FOR HOBSOK 
ERE ROOSEVELT CAME 


In His Speech the President Pleaded 
for a Stronger Navy—At Lo- 
gansport He Spoke in Fa- 
vor of Tariff Commis- 
sion. 


Indianapolis, Septémber 23.—President 
Roosevelt was accorded a reception by 
the people of Indianapolis today that 
was sincere, enthusiastic and. entirely 
lacking in partisan bias. Men of all po- 
litical faiths united with one accord in 
doing honor to the nation’s chief execu- 
tive. 

President Roosevelt was met at the sta- 
tion by Governor Durbin, Mayor Book- 
walter, Senator Fairbanks and others, 
and, escorted by detachments of local 
militia, was driven through crowded 
Streets to Tomlinson hall. A few mo- 
ments before the president's arrival, Com- 
mander Richmond Pearson Hodson, of 
Merrimac fame, was escorted to the stage 
and was recognized by the vast as- 
semblage. At once there were cries of 
“Hobson, Hobson.’’ The naval officer 
arose and gracefully bowed. But the 
crowd was not satisfied. Again and again 
his name was shouted. Unable to longer 
ignore the repeated calls for a speech, 
he arose and thanked ‘‘those who had 
named him.”’ 

“When the eagle soars,” he said, re- 
ferring to the approach of the president, 
“owls and bats must seek their holes. 
When the commander in chief of the 
army and navy is on deck captains and 
lieutenants must go below.” 

The president was received with deaf- 
ening cheers. 

Women in the galleries stood up and 
waved their handkerchiefs. Veterans, 
young and old, yelled ljustily. 

FOR MORE WARSHIPS 
PRESIDENT PLEADS 


The president said our geog?taphical po- 
sition: Made a large stawding army ‘un- 
necessary and that dependence must be 
placed upon volunteer forees in time of 
war, but that it was impossible to create 
in an emergency such a specialized ser- 
vice as that of the navy. He-then said: 

“If -we are not prepared to back up 
words by deeds, it is far better to omit 
the words. I believe in the Monroe doc- 
trine with all-my heart. I believe in as- 
serting it because I believe the 
can people are willing to back it up. But 
it never can be backed up with words 
alone. If it became the interest of some 
great power to violate it, most assurediv 
that great power would do so, if it was 
thought that we would only bluster and 
threaten, or if it was believed that our 
force was too weak to be formidable in 
a fight. A good navy is absolutely essen- 
tial if we intend to treat the Monroe. doc- 
trine aS we should treat it: that is. as 
the cardinal feature of our foreign policy. 
The fleet is in a peculiar sense the 
property of the nation as a whole. Every 
American.’ whether inland or on the sea 
coast. if he is both far-sighted and pa- 
triotic. should be pecullarlv jealous about 
the efficiency of the navy. It would be 
the right arm of this countrv in the 
event of foreign trouble .Disaster to it 
would send a thrill of moral anguish 
through the heart of everv good citizen; 
and the triumphs won by it would in the 
future, as they have in the nast, make 
every American hold his head higher in 
pride and joy. The navv must be built 
up and it must be continally exercised 
and trained, so that the officers and men 
mav attain the hierhest decree of ercel- 
lence in handline the rreat war engines 
entrusted to their care.”’ 

At the conclusion of his speech the pres- 
ident went to the Columbia Club, where. 
after luncheon, he addressed a grent crowd 
from the balcony. His speech was main- 
lv eulogistic of the Spanish-American war 
veterans. 

PRESIDENT SUGGESTS 
TARIFF COMMISSION 

Togansport, Ind., September 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and party reached Logans- 
port at 7:15 o’clock this morning with the 
screeching of factory whistles and shouts 
of a great crowd assembled at the Wabash 
station to greet him. The party was 
driven to the high school. When the 


speaker’ stand was reached the rain was 
coming down hard. A great many um- 
brellas were raised and cries from those 
in the rear who could not see the president 
induced him to say: 

“Tl will make a bargain with you—I 
won't have an umbrella over my head if 
you won't have one over you.” 

The crowd laughed and a great many 
cf the umbrellas were lowered. 

The president's speech dealt with tariff 
revision. He said that no nation can 
stand radical readjustments of _ tariff 
schedules at short intervals. Continual 
sweeping changes cannot be but disas- 
trous, but where the industrial needs sh:ft 
as rapidly as they do here, where we often 
live in one year what Europe does in ten, 
we need the reapplication of establishea 
principles to changed conditions, We must 
readjust without resorting to a violent 
surgical operation, dread of which 
alone would paralyze the business of the 
country. We must solve this problem 


ation. 

The president said: 

‘“‘My personal preference would be for 
action which should be taken only after 
preliminary inquiry, by and upon the 
findings of a body of experts of such high 
character and ability that they could- be 
trusted to deal with the subject purely 
from the standpoint of our business and 
‘ndvstrial needs, but, of course, congress 
would have to determine for itself the ex- 
act methods to be followed. The executive 
has at command the means for gathering 
most of the needed facts and can act 
whenever it is the desire of congress that 
it should act. That the machinery exists 
for turning out the policy above outlined, 
I an: very certain, if only our people will 
make up their minds that the health of 
the community will be subserved by treat- 
ing the whole question primarily from 
the standpoint of the business interests of 
the er:tire cou trr. rather from the stand-

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While Being Operated on, the President Muttered 
Because of Pain, but ‘Afterwards He Laughed 
and Chatted With the Surgeons. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 23.—After 
the president entered the operating room 
with the physicians he sat down on a 
stool and waited for instructions from the 
physicians and surgeons, watching their 
preparations with &een interest. 

“T am awfully sorry that I cannot con- 
tinue my western trip,’’ he said. ‘Can't 
you let me go ahead with it after this 


thing is over?’’ 
Several of the surgeons turned to him 


and one said: 

“It is my opinion that you would be 
very indiscreet to continue on your feet 
as would be necessary in ygur speech-mak- 
ing trip after the operation. This is by 
no means a serious thing, and there is 
absolutely no danger of serious conse- 
quences from it if you are careful and 
stay off your feet until the trouble is 
over.: But you should by all means, Mr. 
President, discontinue your trip.” 

“Very well, then, it will have to be 
that way,” said the president resignedly. 
“T will do as you gentlemen say. Now 
what do you want me to do.” 

The president was told to remove his 
shoes and stocking and nether garments. 
He also removed his coat and vest. A 
moment later, however, he was told to 
simply remove his shoes and they would 
be required to bare the leg only. This 


was done. a 

, Lays Down on Table. 

The president walked to the operating 
table alone and as he lay down he re- 


marked with a smile: 

“Gentlemen, you are formal. I. see 
you have your gloves on.” This was a 
reference to the antiseptic gloves of the 


surgeons. 

‘mr. President,” said a surgeon with a 
smile, ‘it is always in order to wear 
gloves at a president’s reception.” 

This caused the president to exclaim: 
“Good, well said.”’ 

The operation began without delay. The 
pain caused the president to mutter sev- 
eral times in a low voice, but he said 
nothing that was distinct except to ask 
for a glass of water before the needle 
had been removed. 

After the operation was over he made 
several laughable remarks concerning 
trivial matters, and asked if he would 
be allmwed to use his leg long enough 
to walk upstairs nimself. 

“You will be hauled upstairs in 
wheeled ambulance,’’ said a surgeon. 

When they brought the vehicle In the 
president said: 

“Why, that’s a wheelbarrow.’ 

After being taken to, the upper room 
from the operating room the president 
Was served with a light luncneon and 
chatted pleasantly to those in the Zoom, 
He made severa} kind remarks to the 
attending nurses about the trouble he 
was causing and shifted his position sev- 
eral times nervously. 

Cause of Abscess. 

The swelling of. the president's -. leg 
which made an operation necessary was 
occasioned by a briuse he received at the 
time of the trolley car accident at Pitts- 
field, Mass., when the president's car- 
riage was run into and demolished by 
a car. Beside being. injured in the face 
and across the eve, the president at that 
time received a blow upon the inner part 
of the left leg between the ankle and 
knee, but, true to his characteristics, he 
paid no attention to it, deeming a slight 
bruise not worth talking about. During 
several weeks he took no heed of it, but 
it began to pain him so that it forced 
attention. 

After starting on his western trip he 
determined that perhaps Dr. Lung, who 
was aboard the train, should.examine it. 


a 


The doctor did so and pronounced it to 
be a serious matter. When in Detroit 
the doctor finally declared that something 
would have to be done. After consulting 
with Dr. Richardson, another member 
of the party, it was decided that, in or- 
der to avoid the possibility of blood 
poisoning, it probably would be wise to 
have an operation performed. 

The president was very much averse 
to anything of the kind, but, neverthe- 
less, when Logansport, Ind... had been 
reached, he had been prevailed on to 
deliver the tariff speech which had been 
prepared for delivery at Milwaukee, and 
which was regarded as one of the most 
important of his prepared speeches for 
the west. 

Met by Doctors. 

At Logansport, Senator Beveridge 
boarded the train, and after a consulta- 
tion with him, it was decided that he 
should summon several of the best phy- 
sicians of Indianapolis fo meet the presi- 
dent. When the train pulled into the 
Station the doctors were there, and they 
were taken by the senator immediately 
into the president's car.

WRECK AT PITTSFIELD 
GAUSE OF THE ABSCESS 


"President Stood the Operation With- 
out Ether—His Condition Not 
Serious, and Only Quiet Is 
Necessary To Restore 
Him to Health. 


Indianapolis, September 23.—President 
Roosevelt's western trip came to an un- 
timely end in this city today. He was 
found to be suffering from a swelling in 
the left leg between the knee and the 
ankle that required immediate surgical 
attention, and, instead of being taken to 
the train to continue his journey to Fort 
Wayne and Milwaukee, he was conveyed 
to St. Vincent's hospital, where he was 
operated on. The operation occurred at 
3:35 o'clock and lasted only a short time, 
when he was taken to a private room in 
the hospital to rest. After taking a light 
juncheon at 7:50 p. m. he was conveyed on 
a stretcher to his train, which had been 
backed upon the Y near the hospital, 
and at ten minutes to 8 o’clock the train ~ 
left for Washington. 

The first intimation that anything was 
Wrong came in the form of rumors to 
the great crowd that was patiently wait- 
ing around the Columbia Club and the: 
Soldiers and Sailors’ monument for the 
president to appear. It was about half- 
past 2 o'clock, half an hour of the time 
set for the president to leave the eity, 
that a few of the favored ones in the 
crowd received intimations that the presi- 
dent was sick and that the rest of the trip 
probably would be abandoned. 

MANY ALARMING RUMORS 
ARE GIVEN CURRENCY 

These statements were promptly denied 
as fast as they gained currency, but svon 
the rumors began to take on a more seri- 
ous character. : 

“The president has burst a blood ves- 
sel’’ was a whisper that went around 
among the police officers and soldfers. ; 

“This cannot be true,”’ suid others, “for 
the president is in the corridor conversing 
with Senator Fairbanks.’’ 

Then it was said that the president wag 
sick;-that he had fainted, and finally a 
rumor was started that he had been 
shot. These rumors, however, did not ap- 
pear to reach the crowd and the thou- 
sands stood patiently after the speech by 
the president from the balcony to see him 
make his way out of the club. The min- 
utes began to slip. away and still he did 
not come. A half hour or more passed, 
and finally it was noticed thaa a move- 
ment of some kind was on. 

The president’s carriage stood in front 
of the entrance of the club, with Colonel 
Wilson, the governor’s private secretary, 
inside holding the large bunch of Ameri- 
can beauty roses that had been given the 
president in the hall. The soldiers of the 


national guara were drawn up along the 
street just in the rear. The secret service 
men and the local police and detectives 
crowded the sidewalk in front of the club, 
keeping back the people. The command 
was given to make room and a path was 
cleared from the club entrance to the 
carriage, and, as if in answer to the rte 
mors of his illness, the president, accom- 
panied by Senator Fairbanks, with a

Manila, September 23.—Captain John J. 
Pershing, of the Fifteenth infantry, 
operating against the Moros in the island 
of Mindanao, has found the Moro posi- 
tion at Macin, tsland of Mindanao, to be 
strong, and has delayed his attack on it. 
He must throw a pontoon bridge across 
@ sWamp and possibly receive reinforce- 
ments befcre engaging the enemy. 

The captain made a _ reconnoissance 
close to the Moro position and found a 
fort on an elevation, close to the lake 
shore, flanked by swamps; virtually 
making the promontory an isiand. The 
Americans. built rafts preparatory to at- 
tacking the Moros from the lake, and 


Ahen decided to bridge the swamp and 


make an attack from all sides. The 
Sultans of Macin regard the position as 
impregnable, and have refused to treat 
with Captain Pershing. 

Brigadier General: Samuel §S. Sumner 
will send the Moros an ultimatum, de- 
manding peace and the return of stolen 
property. If his demands are rejected, 
the place will be assaulted. Captain 
Pershing has carefully examined the po- 
sition and its surroundings, and is con- 
fident of his ability to capture it without 
serious loss. 

‘Captain Pershing has returned to Camp 
Vicars, from whence he reports the sul- 
tans of Macin‘ alone are hostile in that 
section of the Lanao country.

WAR CLOUDS LOWER 
O’ER LATIN AMERICA 


Fresh Trouble Breaks Out in Colombia and United 
States MayHaveTo Send Additional Ships--- War- 
ships Asked for in Venezuelan, Waters. 


Washington, September 23.—The Co- 
lombian revolution has broken out in a 
new place, according to information re- 
ceived at the navy department today. 

An American fruit company today 
transmitted to Secretary Moody a cable- 
gram from its agent at Santa Marta, a 
place on the north coast of Colombia, 
near the mouth of the Magdalena river, 
saying that conditions there were very 
much disturbed; that the telegraph and 
railrogd communication had been inter- 
rupted, and requesting the department's 
Attention. 

The dispatch was sent at once to the 
state deparfgent and our consu] at Bar- 
ranquilla, a piace near Santa Marta, was 
called upon for an #mMmediate report con- 
cerning the situation. This report is ex- 
pected tomorrow, and until it is received, 
no action looking to the dispatch of a 
war ship will be taken by the w de- 
partment. 2 

In case the condition of 1. ars at 
Santa Marta should demand the presence 
of a vessel the navy department, has de- 
cided to send the gun boat Marietta, now 
at La Guayra, but the condition of affairs 
at the latter point is such that if the 
Marietta is obliged to leave, the Mont- 
gomery, at Cape Haitien, will ‘be ordered 
forthwith to La Guayra and the latter's 
place on the Haitien coast will be taken 
temporarily by the San Francisco, which 
will sail from Norfolk tomorrow. Kear 
Admiral Coghlan, who will have al) the 
war ships in West Indian waters under 
his immediate control, is expected to sail 
on his: flagship, the Olympia, from Boston 
within two weeks. Upon his arrival at 
Cape Haitien the San Francisco will re- 
turn to Norfolk for general repairs. 

Six hundred marines have been mobil- 
ized at Norfolk to be sent to the isthmus 
aboard the Prairie, now at Boston. The 
Prairie is ready to sail whenever she may 
receive notification. The mobilization of 
these marnes is in the nature of a pre- 
cauton, and‘ uniess they are needed, it is 
not the intention of the navy department 
to embark them for the south, Admiral 
Coghlan was at the navy department to- 
day with his aid, Lieutenant Wells, and 
had a talk with Secretary Moody and 
Rear Admiral Taylor, chief of the bureau 
of navigation, concerning his duties in 
the West Indies. While no formal orders 
have been issued, the dispatch of a flag 
officer to the Carribean practically 
amounts .to the creation of a fieet di- 
vision in those waters. It is understood 
to be the intention of the department 
formally to create a West Indian division 
of the north Atlantic squadron when the 
winter maneuvers in the Caribbean end. 
Olympia To Watch Developments. 

Rear Admiral Joseph B. Coghlan, sec- 
ond in command of the north Atlantic 
station, has been summoned to Washing- 
ton to discuss the general situation in 
the West Indies before ceparting for 
those waters on board his flagship, the 
Olympia. It is stated at the navy depart- 
ment that there is no -present intention 
of sending the Olympia to the isthmus, 
but that she will be sent to some cen- 
tral point in the Indies to watch develop- 
ments in each of the turbulent republics 
which border on the Caribbean. The 
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threatened rupture between Great Britain 
and Venezuela promises fresh complica- 
tions in the latter country and renewed 
outbreaks in Haiti are possible at any 
moment. ) 
’ The sending of ‘Rear Admiral Coghlan 
with his flagship to the West Indies is 
the result of a determination of Secretary 
Moody to afford better protection for 
American interests in a locality where 
protection is likely to be needed at any 
time. The San Francisco is expected to 
get away from Norfolk for San Juan, 
Porto Rico. Heretofore the United States 
naval representation in the West Indies 
has proved inadequate to meet the de- 
mands for ships which haye been made 
from various qtarters simultaneously, 
and the navy department has decided 
now to keep a force in the Carribean 
which is able to cope with a_ single, 
double or triple call, as the case may be. 

Commancer McCrea, who, from his long 
experience in dealing with affairs in 
South and Central America, has a valu- 
able knowledge uf the conditions there, 
had a short talk with Secretary Moody 
today on that subject. 

Warship Wanted in Venezuela. 

Large American shipping interests oper- 
ating in the waters of the Orinaco river 
have agair requested the state and navy 
departments to send one of our war ships 
up that river for the purpose of protect- 
ing their steamers and keeping naviga- 
ticn unobstructed. The navy department 
is desirous of affording every possible and 
practicable aid for the protection of these 
trading interests, but is not in a position 
to do so just at present on account of the 
lack of ships in Venezuelan ‘waters. It 
1s possible that the Panther, which has 
unloaded her marines on the isthmus, 
may take the place of the Marietta at La 
Guayra, and allow the latter vessel to 
make a trip up the big river. 

Marines for the~Isthmus. 

Pensacola, Fla., September 23.—A detail 
of thirty-one marines from the Pensacola 
navy yard, under command of Sergeant 
Burke, is under orders to proceed to Nor- 
folk, where they will join other marines 
and sail on the cruiser Prairie for Colon, 
Panama, to protect American interests. 
The combined forces will be under com- 


| mand of a colonel of the marines. 


More Marines Arrive. 

Colon, Colombia, September 23.—Three 
companies of United States marines, who 
arrived here on the auxiliary cruiser 
Panther, reached Panama this morning. 
They are commanded by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Benjamin R. Russell, and will be 
quartered in the railroad station. Another 
company, consisting of eighty men, un- 
der. the command of Major George B. 
Annett, will be kept in Colon and quar- 
tered on the dock of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company. The men of this lat- 
ter company will be used to guard the 
daily trains across the isthmus. 
The confidence of foreigners on the 
isthmus has been greatly restored by the 
arrival of American men of war and the 
landing of troops.

AT PIUS FUND 


Republic’s Side of the Ques- 
tion Is Presented to The 
Hague Tribunal. 


The Hague, September 23.—Lawyer 
Ralston, of San Francisco, occupied the 
morning session of the internaticnal court 
of arbitration, which 1s hearing the argu- 
ments in the case of the Pius fund. He 
c&tended that Mexico was bound by the 
judgment of the previous arbitration 
court, which counsei anticipated the pres- 
ent court would confirm, thus increased 
the general confidence in arbitration as a 
means of settling disputes 
When the session was resumed in the 
afternoon, the court refused an applica- 
tion from the American counsel that 
Lawyer des Camps should be heard Mon- 
day. It was explained that Des Camps 
was prevented from attending this week. 

Attorney de La Croix opened Mexico’s 
case. He maintained that there was no 
question of conflict of nations involved 
in the present dispute, which was merely 
a case of diplomatic intervention by the 
United States in favor of a private claim 
of the archbishop of California against 
the government of Mexico. Hence only 
the actual law of Mexico. Hence only 
and not ths vague principles of equity in- 
voked by the United States. The funda in 
dispute, counsel continued, was estab- 
lished with the object of political con- 
quest of California and the right of dis- 
posing of the fund belonged to the king 
of Spain and subsequently to Mexico, but 
never to the church or to the archbishop 
of California. 

The hearing was adjourned. 


BOERS ISSUE AN APPEAL. 
They Ask for the Aid of the Civil- 
ized World. 

Amsterdam, September 23.—The Boer 
generals, Botha, De Wet and Delarey, 
have issued a manifesto in the shape of 
an appeal to the civilized world. This 
document says that, having failed to in- 
auce Great Britain to grant further as- 
sistance, it onl» remains for them to ad- 
dress themselves to the people of Europe 

and America. 

The generals repudiate all desire to in- 
flame the minds of the people and declare, 
“The word is now sheathed, and all dif- 
ferences are silent in the presence of 
such great misery.”’ 

They say the small amount given by 
Great Britain, even if multiplied ten-fo}d, 
would not suffice to cover the war losses 
alone. ‘“‘We solicit the hearty cooperation 
of all existing committees in the various 
countries which we are .on the point of 
visiting, with the object of establishing 
a satsfactory organization.” 


VETERANS TO EAT TOGETHER. 


Men Who Fought in Spanish War To 
Form One Body. 


Detroit, Mich., September 23.—At to- 
ans a resolution favoring amalgamatio 
with the Spanish-American War Veter- 
ans was introduced by Colonel Champe 
Andrews, of New York, and it Was en- 
thusiatically adopted by acclamation.

Roumania WYIll Continue To Perse- 
cute Them Just as Though Hay 
Had Not Made His Fulmi- 
nation—Attitude of 
the Powers. 


London, September 23.—‘‘Nothing that 
will be of any permanent good can re- 
sult from Secretary Hay's note to the 
powers on Roumania’s treatment of 
Jews, unless somebody is willing to crush 
Roumania, and no power seems anxious 
to take on that task.”’ 

The foregoWig quotation from the ut- 
terances of 4n experienced British official 
represents the real opinion of the British 
foreign office on the subject of the nego- 
tiations between America and Europe, 


and represents it with a terse straight- 
forwardness which is not likely to. figure 
in the guarded, diplomatic replies which 
Mr. Hay’s note will eventually produce. 

The Associated Press is able to say that 
Great Britain’s backing up of the United 
States in the Roumania matter has only 
produced evidence that the signatories 
of the Berlin treaty absolutely refuse to 
take other than merely sentimental] ac- 
tion toward alleviating the persecution of 
the Jews. The exchange of views regard- 
ing the American note solicited by Great 
Britain has progressed sufficiently to 
convince the foreign office here that 
nothing material is likely to result. Yo 
achieve more than promises from Rou- 
mania it is believed at Downing street, 
and apparently in the foreign offices of 
the other capitals interested, that nothing 
short of a combined display of force 
would be efficient. Insurmountable ob- 
Sstacles appear to make such a step im- 
possible. 

According to official statements, the 
British foreign office has also received 
every indication of willingness on the 
part of several continental governments 
to seize the opportunity of conveying to 
the United States government the intima- 
tion that it is interfering in ‘‘matters 
which do not concern it,’’ as various 
semi-official newspapers of the European 
capitals have put it. 

United States Ambassador Choate has 
given up his holiday in Scotland and re- 
turned to London today. He is likely to 
spend the next few days in dealing with 
the Roumania matter. The information 
gleaned from British diplomats, or part of 
it, would be unofficially communicated to 
Mr. Choate for transmission to Washing- 
ton. 

The hopelessness privately entertatned 
by the British foreign office of effecting 
a change of position on the part of the 
Roumanian government will not be al- 
lowed to interfere with the external 
course of the negotiations, and there is 
still reason to believe that Mr. Hay’s 
protest may result in a formal] joint note 
of the Berlin signatories, demanding pbet- 
ter treatment of the Jews. Regarding 
that point, however, nothing is definitely 
settled, but if it is done, it will be more 
in a spirit of acquiescence with the hu- 
mane sentiments expressed in Mr. Hay’s 
appeal than to any belef that good will 
be accomplished.

PLEADS FOR ARBITRATION. 


Professor Clark Talks of Trusts and 
the Laborer. 

Minneapdlis, September 23.—Arbitration 
was the subjet of the day at the sessions 
of the national convention of employers 
and employees. Professor John Bates 
Clark. of Columbia university, spoke to 
the question, ‘Is compulsory arbitration 
inevitable?’ 

He said in part: 

“Trusts increase the scale on which 
disorders occur and cause the workmen 
to cling to their positions with greater 
tenacity. It is a serious matter for one 
of them to be turned wholly out of his 
own industry. There is only one way of 
escape. The state must adjudicate the 
workman's claim. It must say when it is 
right that he should be protected in his 
tenure of place, and when the employer 
may be allowed to turn him out with 
impunity. If he demands only what is 
fair, let him keep his positign as against 
rivals. 

“If after a tribunal has decided what 
is fair. the men refuse to work, unless 
they can have more, let the employer be 
free to gather a new force, and let the 
men so gathered be protected by the full 
power of the state. This is the essence of 
compulsory arbitration, and in my belief 
it is the only kind of compulsory arbi- 
tration that is needed in America.”

FOR IRRIGATION OF LAND. 


Plan of Houston, Tex., Men To Solve 
: Problem. 

“New Orleans, September 23.—Messrs. 
Wahl and Campbell came here yester- 
@ay from Houston, Tex., for the pur- 
pose of securing material for the con- 
#truction and equipment of a large elec- 
‘trical plant for irrigation purposes on a 
tract of 10,000 acres of rice land near 
‘Houston. These parties say they have 
‘expended considerable money in making 
Mecessary tests and experiments and are 
ready to demonstrate to a reasonable 
ceriainty that theirs is the right and 
practical idea. 

They propose to put their new plans 
into operation immediateTy. These plans 
a@re to erect a centrally located electrical 
power plant on the plantation, which 
will operate a scries of pumps in wells 
that are to be put down at the proper 
intervals throughout the tract. The 
power will be conveyed from place to 
place by wires. A rice mill will be erect- 
ed and operated with the same power 
and the good sized town near by will 
be lighted. In short, every portfon of the 
motor power on the plantation will be 
furnished from the electric plant. 

They calculate that the cost of equlp- 
ping the 10,000-acre tratt with the elec- 
trical plant will be $250,000. This will be 
just $2.50 per acre. This estimate will 
include the rice mill, which will be en- 
tirely modern. They have made the 
water tests and are prepared to demon- 
strate that an inexhaustible supply of 
water underlies their land at a depth 
of from only 50 to 60 feet. 

“Our electrical pumping and milling 
plan will be far cheaper than the ordi- 
nary canal irrigation plan,” said Mr. 
Wahl this morning. ‘‘We will never be 
at the mercy of the dry weather which 
occasionally makes it impossible to get 
the necessary amount of water from 
rivers and streams even when the irri- 
gation canals are in perfect condition.

Alabama Congressman Inter- 
viewed on the Situa- 
tion. 


DEMOCRATS WANT AND 
WILL CONTROL THE HOUSE 


That When They Are in the Hotten- 
ness of the Republican Party 
Will Be Exposed and the 
Country Will Be 
Benefited. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Representative Henry D. Clayton, 
of the third Alabama district, was in 
Montgomery today on his way home from 
Delaware, where he has been making 
speeches for the democrats. He was 
asked the often discussed question 
whether the democrats really want to 
win this house, and what he thought 
about the good policy of the party ac- 
cepting the responsibility at this time. He 
said: 

“We not only want to win.the house, 
but we are going to do it. In fighting for 
control of the house the democrats are 
actuated by the strongest motives that 
can move a party to seek success at the 
polis.

WAS STRICKEN WITH 
APOPLEXY LAST SUNDAY 


v. F. Mobley Was President of Mer- 
chants and Farmers’ Bank at 
Time of His Death, and Was 
at Head of Several Bus- 
iness Enterprises. 


Hogansville, Ga., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mr. J. F. Mobley, who was stricken 
with apoplexy. last Sunday night, died this 
evening at 5 o’clock without having re- 
gained consciousness.

elected president and he held this re- 
sponsible position at the time of his 
death. He was more than any one else 
instrumental in organizing the Hogans- 
ville Manufacturing Company and build- 
ing our cotton mill. He was treasurer 
and manager of this company unti] the 
mill was sold to the duck trust, and even 
then he was appointed local manager. 
in fact, there is not a public enterprise 
in our midst that does not bear the stamp 
of his untiring energy and influence. 

In 1878 Mr. Mobley married Miss Allie 
Hudson, of this place, and their happy 
married life has been blessed with six 
ehildren. He was an officer in the Meth- 
édist church and also an officer in the 
chapter and blue lodges of Masonry. He 
leaves a wife and five sons, the oldest of 
whom is a very promising young man, 
who in a short time can take his father’s 
place in the management of his large 
business.

MACON FIXING 
FOR PRIMARY 


Council Appoints Registrars 
and Books Will Soon Be 
Open. 


FOUR ALDERMEN TO BE 
CHOSEN IN DECEMBER 


Mayor and Council Informed Official- 
ly of Acceptance of Ordinance 
by Electric Light and Street 
Railway People—Other 
Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
At the regular meeting of the mayor and 
aldermen tonight, Mayor Smith appointed 
W. L. Johnosn, S. H. Griswold and John 
Hartz registrars for the election to be 
held in December for four aldermen. 
The books for registration will be open on 
Mondays, Wednesday and Saturdavs, dur- 
ing the month of October. The pay of a 
registrar is $4 per day for these days. 

The mayor and aldermen were officially 
notified tonight by the new owners of Ma- 
con's street railways and electric light 
plant that they had accepted the ordi- 
nance passed by the mayor and council to 
consolidate the properties. 

Petition from Masons. 

A committee from the various Masonic 
lodges of Macon, Past Grand Master W. 
A. Davis, chairman, appeared before the 
mayor and aldermen and: requested an 
appropriation of $3,500 to be added to the 
cash subscription of $10,008 that Macon 
Masons propose to offer the grand lodge 
as an inducement to locate at Macon the 
$50,000 orphan home, whicn the grand 
lodge proposes to erect somewhere in 
Georgia. 

The matter of appropriation was referred 
to the finance committee of council. 

The Masonic committee stated that Sen- 
ator A. O. Bacon has tendered free 60 
acres of land in North Macon as a site 
for the orphans’ home. [If the city coun- 
_cil appropriates $3,500 the Masons’ offer 
to the grand lodge for the location of the 
nome here will be $13,500,cash and 60 acres 
of land. 

The grand lodge will meet in Macon 
next month, when the matter of location 
may be decided. 

A committee from the chamber of com- 
merce, Julfan R. Lane, chairman, ap- 
peared before council and asked for an 
appropriation of $500 with which to help 
entertain the farmers’ nationa] congress 
in October. Lane, in a speech, presented 
the matter. About $2,000 have been sub- 
scribed for the purpose by citizens, and 
$500 more is needed.

ALABAMA CROP CONDITIONS. 


During the Week Cotton Has Deteri- 
orated Considerably. 

Montgomery, Ala., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Alabama section, Director F. 
P. Chaffee. today issued the weekly crop 
report, the following portion of which re- 
iates to general conditions: 

“Weather. conditions were, as a whole, 
favorable for«otton picking, but generally 
too dry for maturing minor crops: tem- 
peratures averaged slightly below normal, 
though day temperatures were, as a 
whole, favorable; moderate rains on the 
18th and 19th retarded cotton picking in 
some southwestern and northwestern 
counties, with little or none elsewhere: 
recent reports show that the frosts of the 


13th and 14th did some slight damage to 
cotton and minor crops in a few places in 
northern counties. Cotton, as qa whole, 
has deteriorated slightly during the week: 
new growth has started in some lowland 
fields, and, in some places, it js still 
blooming. but the general opinion is that 
the recent fruitage will never mature, and 


of the old bolls; cotton is nearly all open: 
much picking was done during the week. 
with this work nearly completed jn south- 
ern counties, and from one-half to three- 
fourths picked in middle and northern dis- 
trict, with no improvement in_ yield, 
which will undoubtedly be the lightest in 
many years and in some places the crop 
is practically a failure; rust is still dam- 
aging in some fields, and there is no ‘top 
crop’ worthy of note; the lint. still 
averages very short, requiring decidedly 
more than the average of seed to gin a 
bale. It is now thought that nearly. if not 
quite all, the cotton will be picked bv Oc- 
tober 10. The gathering of late corn has 
progressed very slowly (most of the avail- 
able labor now being devoted to cotton 
picking), and it will make a generally 
ight yielé. thourh fairly good in a few 
places; fodder pulling is practically com- 
pleted, with a fairly good yield of this 
forage; sweet potatoes, peanuts, cane, fie 
peas, and sorghum are making fair nrog-

KICK AGAINST BAGGING TAX. 


Clarke County Farmers Say They 
Will Not Pay It. 

Athens, Ga., September 23.—(Spectfal.)— 
The farmers in this section are consid- 
erably wrought up over the attempt to 
impose a penalty of 50 cents on each 
bale of cotton on which there is more 
than six yards of bagging, 

Some of them say that the law of 
Georgia allows nine yards of bagging 
to the bale and that they will have the 
man indicted who puts the 50 cents pen- 
alty rule into operation. 

The rule against which the kick is be- 
ing made is the resolution passed May 
8, 1902, by the Southern Cotton Buyers’ 
Association at their session in Atlanta 
as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is agreed by dill 
buyers belonging to this association to 
put a penalty of not less than 50 cents 
per bale for any bale that has on it 
above six yards of bagging and six ties. 
This penalty to be increased according 
to the amount of excess bagging there 
may be above six yards and six ties so 
allowed.”’ 

In accordance with this resolution, the 
local wareho.gemen fr this city have 
been notified that its provisions would be 
put into effect. 

The warehousemen protested against 
this procedure and a joint meeting of the 
exporters and warehousemen was held 
at which the exporters agreed to hold 
up the penalty until further investiga- 
tion could be made,

Milledgeville, Ga., September 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The prohibition situation at this 
point and the race of the present candi- 
date. for the legislature are presenting 
some phases both unique and Interesfing.

The dispensary ad- 
vocates, apparently thinking the 
chances to get a dispensary better with 
prohibition than without, védéted_ the 
“dry” ticket, thus carrying the county 
against the sale by an overwhelming 
majority of three to one, a thing un- 
precedented, as the contests heretofore 
have been very clog, and with one ex- 
ception fn favor of whisky.

HOWELL SPEAKS |FIGHT PRECIPITATED 
IN CONVENTION HALL 


IN FIFTH WARD 


Mayoralty Candidate Will 
Deliver Address in That 
Ward Tonight. 


RALLY OCCURS AT GRAND 
MONDAY IN HIS INTEREST 


Alderman Woodward Will Speak 
Again Tonight — Alderman 
Johnson To Announce Dates 
for His Meetings Today. 
Goodwin Meeting. 


Captain Evan P. Howell will address 
the voters of the fifth ward tonight. The 
meeting will be held at Cleveland's hall, 
corner Marietta and Thurmond streets, 
at 8 o'clock and will be under the aus- 
pices of the fifth ward Howell committee. 
After this meeting he ‘will have spoken 
in every ward in the city with the ex- 
ception of the fourth and sixth wards. 

Tomorrow night Captain Howell will 
address the voters of the sixth ward at 
Phillips & Crew’s hall on Peachtree 
street, near Edgewood avenue. He will 
speak in the fourth ward before the 
end of the week, but whether this meet- 
ing will be held Friday or Saturday has 
not yet been definitely decided.

Bases His Campaign Upon: 
His Record While in 
’ Office, 


HE DEFIES ANYONE TO 
ATTACK OFFICIAL ACTS 


Declares That There Have Been No 
Great Improvements Made in the 
Past Fifteen Years with 
Which He Has Not Been 
Identified. 


Alderman James G. Woodward deiiver- 
ed the first real public speech of his 
campaign for the mayoralty hast evening 
at the city hall. The crowd which gath- 
ered to hear him filled that section of 
the council chamber set apart for visitors, 
and not a few people occupied seats at 
the desks within the railing. His as- 
sertions were frequently interrupted by 
cheers and applause. 

After making a few preliminary re- 
marks, Mr. Woodward said the question 
of eligibility had never bothered him. He 
asserted the iaw on the subject simply 
meant that no man should hold dual 
offices. He said he expected 1o wth for 
what he had done for Atlanta. . Mr. 
Woodward declared that he was opposed 
to mud slinging and had no attack to 
make on either -of his opponents, He 
said, however, that he expected to an- 
swer the charges that had been made 
against him. 

Regarding the peckerwood and polecat 
story, he said he was the first pecker- 
wood up the tree and in the hole; ‘‘then 
Johnson came along and the polecat must 
have come up afterwards.” (Cheers.) 
Concerning the charge of egotism and 
hoarseness, he said he was still .suffer- 
ing from the latter, and if a reference 
to what he had done for the city during 
the past fifteen years was egotism, then 
he gloried in the term. 

He stated that, owing to his advocacy 
of the Alabama street extension, the 
Mitchell street viaduct was built as a 
comprogpiise. Mr. Woodward asserted he 
could not refer to any great public im- 
provement of the past fifteen years that 
had not had his assistance and indorse- 
ment. He said he referred with pride to 
his two years as mayor, for during that 
time more improvements had been plan- 
ned and capital brought here than any 
time since the city was Marthasville. 
This statement was loudly applauded. 

He stated he had not recommended an 
important measure during his administra- 
tion which had not become an accom- 
plished fact. He declared he considered 
the creation: of the sinking fund commis- 
Sion the greatest achievement of his term 
as mayor. Its establishment, he said. 
had been recommendad in his inaugural 
address. 

% challenge any man,” said he, ‘“‘to 
bring a word of reproach upon me for any 
Official act.”’ (Cheers.) 

He said he pointed with pride to the 
Whitehall street viaduct, Because he had 
taken the matter up with. the railroads 
and when Mr. Atkinson contributed the 
$50,000 he had gone to council with the 
proposal to build the bridge. He told 
of a conference with the railroad Officials 
Which resulted fn their agreement to 
pay for part of the structure. Mr. Wood- 
ward then went on to declare that if the 
people had known what was going on at 
that time there would have been a great 
indignation meeting. 

“But there was a manin the mayor’s 
chair,’’ said he, ‘‘who could neither be 
turned by fear nor favor. I was faithful 
to my trust.”’ (Cheers. ) 

He said he had been approached by a 
gentleman who told him there was no 
reason why he should not make some 
honest money by buying stocks and 
bonds that were being floated then. He 
stated he told this man he had no money 
to invest in anything and was met with 
the statement that he could go to a 
certain bank and get all the money he 
wanted. 

“If he had ever offered it to me,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Woodward, ‘T’d have 
mashed his teeth out of his mouth. 
(Cheers.) I may have committed indis- 
cretions—few men have not—but T’ll 
leave an honest name as my heritage. 
(Great applause.) I don’t say I never 
did wrong, but I defy any one to find 
fault with a single official act of mine. 
If I had imbibed as much whisky as 
they give me credit for, there is no 
telling what would have happened. Up 
to the very last meeting of council dur- 
ing my term—and I wag sick then—my 
hame appeared on every paper passed by 
council. This cannot be said of every 
man who has been mayor. If I go into 
the office I go with no man’s collar 
around my neck.’’ (Cheers and cries of 
“Well, you'll go all right.’’) 

Predicts His Election. 

He then declared that vétis 9= fair 
count he would be thé next mayor. He 
said he did not like a campaign of nftfd 
Slinging,. because when it was all over 
the men appeared more like candidates 
for the chaingang than for the mayor's 
office. He refuted the idea that Mr. 
Howell had been instrumental in secur- 
ing the Peters street. paving, and, re- 
garding the proposed viaduct over the 
Peters street crossing, he said he could 
not remember that Captain Howell at- 
tended the meetings of the committee 
having charge of the matter. He aaid 
the records in the city clerk’s office 
would show who was responsible for the 
present status of the Peters street via- 
duct. 

Mr. Woodward asserted that the foun- 
dation for everything—including the per- 
centage tax on the street car company-- 
which had been done in the past two 
years was laid during his term as 
mayor. He said the reason Captain 
Howell did not attend the meetings of a 
committee when the West) End tunnel 
matter was up was because he was in 
Washington “looking for a fat job from 
the government.’ He said he had re- 
eeived an unsigned letter (which he 
read) in which the writer asked if the 
captain, his brother and sister did not 
own the land proposed to be sold to the 
government for national park purposes. 
He declared Captain Howell had a 
brother and two sons fighting for the 
city’s interests, but that they lived with- 
out the corporate limits and did not pay 
uny taxes. He had some sarcastic things 
to say t Captain Howell's resigna- 
tion ag hember of council and deciared 
it was @ scheme to show that he (Wood- 
ward) ought to resign also. 

“If ne will show me,” said Mr. Wooda- 
ward, “in the state law or charter where 


‘he is any more eligible by resigning and 


costing the city $400 for the election of 
his sguecessor I'll get out of the race in 
his favor.”’

Delegate from Louisville, who is 
working to secure the next meet- 
ing of the convention for that 
city. 
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shortage of former Secretary and Treas- 
urer  P. J. McGuire, of the brother- 
hood. 

The convention has not definitely acted 
on the matter, but the indications last 
night, it is understood, were that it will 
be dropped. The question may come to a 
vote and terminate at the session to- 
day. 

McGuire has a large number of friends 
in the convention, and it {fs understood 
that two factions have developed—a Mc- 
Guire faction*®and an anti-McGuire fac- 
tion. The two sessions yesterday were 
marked by much discussion, which, it is 
said, was at times warm, 

The report of the finance committee 
was submitted, which outlines details of 
the case. The report of the expert ac- 
countant, who examined the books and 
accounts of McGuire, it is learned, was 
also presented. The reports provoked 
discussion and, expressions were heard 
from friends of McGuire and others. 

It is claimed that McGuire was found 
to be short in his accounts about $10,000. 
It is stated that he offered to pay the 
brotherhood $2,000 and has paid $1,000 of 
the amount. McGuire was the founder 
of the brotherhood of carpenters and 
has been one of the foremost and most 
prominent men in the movement,

Mr. Woodward 
stated he felt ashamed to think there 
was a single man in Atlanta whose bal- 
lot could be bought. 

“The man that wants to buy your 
votes,’’ said he, ‘“‘either isn’t fit for the 
office or else wants it for some other 
purpose.”’ 

There was much cheering when Mr. 
Woodward concluded. W. J. Govan and 
Martin F. Amorous, the two candidates 
for council from the sixth ward, then 
made speeches in which they presented 
their claims for election.

HEAVY RAINS INJURE COTTON. 


Texas and Louisiana Crops Further 
Damaged Yesterday by the 
Downpour. 

Occasional showers and unsettled 


weather are predicted for the northern 
part of the state today, and it is expect- 


ed that Atlanta will share in the wet 


weather. 

Very heavy rains in Texas and Louls- 
iana, ranging from 1 to over 3 inches, 
were reported yesterday. It is expected 
that this will still further damage the 
crops in this portion of the cotton belt, 
as almost all of the cotton in that por- 
tion is reported open. While these rains 
may strike Georgia, it is not expected 
that they will be nearly as severe, 

In the weekly statement of Forecaster 
Marbury from all parts of the Georgia 
section, he says: 

“The week vas unseasonably cool, al- 
though warmer weather prevailed dur- 
ing the latter part of the period. Much 
rain fell in the southern counties, and 
the Jatter part of the week was rainy in 
the northern sections. Scattered show- 
ers occurreal in the middle districts, 
where minor crops are needing moisture. 

“Reports on cotton continue favorable. 
Picking is much farther advanced than 
usual, being generally from one-half to 
two-thirds completed and fully com- 
pleted in some sections. Work was re- 
tarded in the southern and a few north- 
ern lincalities by rain. and was rushed 
elsewhere. Lint is short. requiring much 
more than the average to the bale. Less 
than two-thirds an average yield ig in- 
dicated throughout the state. Tide-water 
rice is good, inland crop fair."’ 

The report from Cherokee states that 
the cotton crop is very poor, averaging 
from one-half to two-thirds of normal 
vield, while the report from Habersham 
says that present indications point to 
about half the usual crop in that section.

The local Elks are very anxious to get 
the hoodlums who have been making the 
fair obnoxious stay away from it in fu- 
ture. They are aiding the police in sup- 
pressing the riotous element. 

While there were more arrests last 
might than there were Monday night, 
there was better order on the street. The 
police were more vigilant and had spotted 
those who were really endeavoring to 
create disorder. 

The Elks hope that the people of the 
city will not judge them by the action 
of the toughs who have made Marietta 
street such a scene of disorder since 
the show began. They want the better 
element to attend the carnival and are 
making every effort to preserve the best 
of order on the street and in the shows. 

Patrol Wagon Busy. 

Police headquarters presented a lively 
scene last night soon after the street fair 
spielers began to get in their work. Two 
patrol wagons were kept continually busy 
transporting the wicked confetti throwers 
and happy rubber bal) flingers from the 
merry midway to a quiet resting place 
behind the bars. 

The merrymakers were brought in by 
car load lots, and each cell and all the 
available hallway space at the barracks 
was occupied by those whom it is claim- 
ed were trying to get too gay under the 
inspiration of tne matchless eloquence of 
the spielers and the dazzling beauty of 
the hooche dancers. 

It was reported by the officers that the 
rowdyism of the first night was liable to 
be repeated and it was only by the 
most strenuous efforts that trouble was 
prevented. : 

Chief Rall stated last night that while 
he did not object to the proper enjoyment 
of the fair. within certain bounds, yet 
he expected to put a stop to all boister- 
ousness and unseemly conduct on the 
streets. 

The chief has set out with the determi- 
nation to wage a resentless war on the 
confetti! and flour throwers, and advises 
that the boys be a little more judicious 
in their movements. 

The Elks regret exceedingly the report- 
ed unseemly conduct on the streets, and 
say that they. have.done all -in their 
power to see that the fair was conducted 
in @ quiet and orderly way. 

An extra force of officers will be kept 
on the ground every night during the 
week, and every effort will be made to 
preserve law and order.

BY DR. DIXON’S LECTURE 


Great Success---Dr. 


Initial Lecture of Tabernacle-Alkahest Course Proves 


Dixon Received the 


Closest Attention of Audience. 


With the most bitter arraignment of the 
Tammany political machine of New York, 
Dr. Thomas Dixon, Jr., speaker, author, 
reformer and divine, opened the first of 
the Tabernacle-Alkahest lecture course 
with an eloquent address on ‘‘The Modern 
Babylon,”’ at the Tabernacle’ Baptist 
church, last evening, to an audience that 
filled the large amphitheater and listened 
with the closest attention possible to the 
every utterance of the noted orator. 

Dr. Dixon, author of ‘“‘The Leopard's 
Spots,’’ combines the happy faculty of 
presenting facts and vital statistics in a 
most entertaining way, and his versatil- 
ity of talent includes the finished actor 
and the clever impersonator to a wonder- 
ful degree. From the moment he ap- 


‘peared in response “to the pleasant intro- 


duction of Hon. FY H, Richardson, every 
listener in the great audience seemed to 
hang on the every word that fell from his 
lips, as was evidence@ again and again 
by the appreciative interruption of ap- 
plause. 

Dr. Dixon has a style of address abso- 
lutely characteristic. With a voice of 
wide range, and perfectly modulated,. he 
plays roles of the deepest emotion, 
pathos, righteous indignation and exhor- 
tation to higher and better things with 
equally telling effect. His sense of humor 
is interestingly developed, and he has at 
hand a fund of stories for illustrations 
that seems quite inexhaustable. Alto- 
gether, he combines the happiest faculties 
of the after-dinner speaker with the force 
and logic of the pulpit. 

It would be impossible to reproduce in 
Dlack and white the lecture of Dr. 
Dixon, for it is quite as much in his way 
of saying things as the things he says 
that holds the fixed attention of the 
listener. Interspersed in a flow of beauti- 
ful expression and description, he em- 
phasizes and punctuates with epigrams 
that leave the question of whether he is 
a greater entertainer or instructor or re- 
former a much mooted question with his 
every hearer. 

In his introduction he made a most 
pleasant reference to the beautiful women 
of Georgia, and, to prove that he prac- 
ticed what he preached, he referred with 
pardonable pride to the best woman in 
the world, Mrs. Dixon, a Georgian. 

His attacks upon the saloon and the 
corrupt politics of the municipal govern- 
ment in New York city were not the re- 
sults of one who spoke from idle hearsay, 
but the heartfelt expressions of one who 
had dived into the researches of the Tam- 
many machine, and had been arrested for 
his efforts. And, while he never hesitated 
to speak his mind as to existing condi- 
tions, there was nothing in his lecture 
that could be misconstrued into the ut- 
terances of a pessimist.

He did not stop at generalities, but 
Croker and his chiefs were treated as 
individualities, and some of their private 
records were exposed for the judgment 
of Atlantans. To give a running report 
of the address would lose much by the 
inability of inserting his remarkably 
magnetic personality. But, even though

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DAMAGE CASE 
GOES TO TRIAL 


Mrs. Anna Monk's Damage 
Suit for $50,000 Is Now 
Before Jury. 


ARMS OFF AT SHOULDER; 
SHE TELLS OF ACCIDENT 


Mrs. Monk Was Member of Canton 
Carnival Company and Was In- 
jured at Close of Fair Last 
Year—Was Run Down 
by Electric Car. 


The suit of Mrs. Anna Monk for $50,000 
damages against the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company and the Southern 
Railway Company for injuries received 
in an accident at the close of the South- 
ern Interstate fair last year on the tres-

Whose suit for $50,000 damage is on 
tria] in the superior court. 
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tle on the outside of the exposition 
grounds, went to trial yesterday morn- 
ing before Judge H. M. Reid in the first 
division of the city court. 

Mrs. Monk was a member of a troupe 
of the Canton Carnival Company, which 
furnished the midway for the fair, and 
with several other midway people she 
was run down and injured on the trestle 
by an electric car. Isaac M. Monk, ner 
husband, who was manager of the show, 
was also injured... He is suing for $10,000 
for his own injuries and $20,000 for the 
injuries to his wife. The other people in 
the accident were Tom and Cora CPoss, 
colored. 

As a result of the accident Mrs. Monk 
lost her arms, both being amputated at 
the shoulder. She was in the court room 
yesterday and presented a pathetic sight. 
She is a handsome woman, but the loss 
of her arms has rendered her almost help- 
less. While on the witness stand relat- 
ing the details of the accident her moth- 
er, Mrs. Diller. sat beside her and con- 
stantly fanned her. At intervals she 
would hold a glass of water to her daugh- 
ter’s lips for her to drink, and owing to 
the oppressiveness of the court room it 
was necessary for her to occasionally 
wipe perspiration from Mrs. Monk’s face. 

The accident occurred about midnight 
on Sunday, October 28, last. The mid- 
Way was being, loaded and a work car 
of the electric railway was being used to 
transfer the cars to the Southern Yroad, 
just outside the exposition grounds. A 
number of the midway people, including 
Mr. and Mrs. Monk, were crossing the 
trestle, going from the grounds to the 
passenger coaches at the time the car 
ran them down. Both of Mrs. Monk’s 
arms were crushed and, it is claimed, she 
was otherwise injured. One’or two of 
the party were knocked from the trestle. 

It is claimed that the electric car was 
pulling a freigkt car at the time. The 
plaintiff contends, that the moon. was 
shining brightly and that the people were 
in plain view of the motorman a suffi- 
client length of time for him to stop the 
car. It is also alleged that before the 
car reached the trestle, Fred P. Shields, 
one of the midway people, hollered to the 
motorman and told him to stop the 
car, that people were on the trestle. The 
party on the trestle, it is claimed, holler- 
ed and screamed to the motorman to stop 
as they saw the car bearing down on 
them. 

On the other hand, the defense claims 
that the people had no right on the tres- 
tle. It is contended further that the car 
had just come around a curve onto the 
trestle and that when the motorman saw 
the people in front of him it was then 
impossible to stop the car before it 
struck -them. 

Three witnesses were introduced for the 
plaintiff yesterday. They are Mrs. Monk, 
Mrs. Diller, her mother, and Isaac M. 
Monk, her husband. Both sides have 
summoned a large number ot witnesses 
and the trial is expected to continue un- 
til the latter part of the week. The case 
is being hard fought by both sides. The 
Southern railway is made party defend- 
ant, because the accident occurred on its 
tracks. 

Mrs. Monk is represented by Attorneys 
Arnold & Arnold and Julius L. Brown. 
Attorneys Payne & Tye represent the 
electric railroad, and Attorneys Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell and Sanders Me- 
Daniel represent the Southern railway,

GIYEN APPROVAL 


Large Number of Camps Announce 
Their Indorsement. 


ALL VETS ARE INTERESTED 


Atlanta Committee Is More Than 
Pleased with the Present Out- 
look—Savannah Camp Has 
Given Its Hearty Indorse- 
ment to the Bill.

December and May were 
quite strong, but there was heavy selling of 
the former by the northwest with the local 
trade helping the decline along. A weakness 
was helped by the loss of the advance In Sep- 
tember with the elimination of large short 
Interest. There was some export business re- 
ported, but it is possible that values may 
recede further, as sentiment at the moment 
is disposed to be bearish. 

Corn—A wet weather map with prospects for 
more rain frightened shorta in September, 
and fhat month was bil up quite sharply, 
but local holders realized to quite an extent 
with part of the advance lost. The lIowa 
state report was a bullish feature and brought 
about a great deal of commission house buy- 
ing of December and May. Sentiment is 
still bullish, and higher values are indicated.
